BE it enacted by the Senate und House of 
Representatives of the United States of Ame 
vica in Congress assembled, That from and 
efter the termination of the war in which the 
United States are now engaged with Great 
Britain, it shall not be lawtul to employ on 
board any of the public er private vessels 
of the United States any person or persons 
except citizens of the Gaited States, or 
rsons of color, natives Ef the United 
tates. ` è 
Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, Tha’ 
from and after the time when this act shall 
take effect,it shall not be law fal to employ as 
aforessid any naturalized citizen of the U. 
States, unless sach citizen shall produce to the 
commander of the public vessel, if to be em- 
ployed oa board such vessel, or to a collector 
‘of ths customs a certified copy of the act 
by which ho shall have been naturalized, set- 
‘ting forth such néturalization and the time 
thereof. `

Ihe 
achievement wouid go to the credit of the admi- 
nistration, ef which those gentlemen do not hap- 
pen to make a hut. Aud well dothey know that 
every triendly impression the people receive of 
their rulers, has the direct gHndeuey to lessen their 
hopes ; and theretove itis hat they carefully avoid 
taking any part chat would so mateiiaily frustrate 
their plans. Rather would they extend the war 
(lor they Know how hard it gees with a pyace- 
loving people) to future times, il by so doing they 
cou'd conter on their posterity, even, the honors 
they are ambiduusly striving to obtain for them- 
selves. There is no hard judging here. It is de- 
ducible from the conduct of the party. A reler- 
ence to z few particulars may serve to shew the 
justness of this conclusion. I know of but one

ter zeal! What rooted enmity! Ana it may be 
exptcted to cantiune vntil the people, wih a 
burst of patriotic indignation, shall hustiace their 
hopes, 

Unite then, ye honest of all partits, and show 
the intriguers of vour land that you wiilno long: 
er be thedupes of their deceit and cunn ng. ‘Tie 
sooner the better, Our evils will cease, my coun- 
uyinen, wilh the influence of these men. Aus 
wili tne American people teſuge to relieve their 
long tried and faithtal servants from the wiles, 
the stratepems, the opposition, ot seekers alter 
power? It cannot be the re election of our be 
loved President in such a storm of faction, is a 
soothing consideration to me.

A= 
bout five miles below this plece, they 
discovered ‘wo Iedian canoes behind an 
land on this side the river 5 and as they 
made for them ter Iadians jumped inte 
che canoes ond came out to meet them: 
Vhey approached within 25 yards; whe 
she yell and five commenced on bok 
sides. Two Lavians only remeiped to 
‘ake the canoe on shore, where Others 
hed placed themselves behind the trees 
— and from these our wen received thé 
most damage. We had seve. al wound- 
ed; two ot them mortally—shry died 
this day, and were busied with ihe hū: 
nors of war. The other five were like 
10 do well, though two of them have 3é- 
veral wounds each.
